Our  Folio  goes  to  press  early  in  the 
preceding  month,  which  means  that  KPFA 
is  deep  in  MARATHON  as  I  write  this. 
Thus,  it  may  be  an  act  of  faith,  but  you  have 
never  failed  us  before,  so  I  will  thank  you 
now  for  making  our  MARATHON  fund 
drive  a  success  in  1971. 

Once  again  this  year  we  found  ourselves 
confronted  with  important  events  which 
required  Pacifica's  unique  approach  to  news 
and  public  affairs  coverage  while  the  fund 
drive  was  in  progress.  Once  again  we  pro- 
vided that  coverage  and  you  expressed  your 
appreciation  by  the  heightened  tempo  of 
your  giving.  We  brought  you  live  reports 
from  Washington,  New  York,  San  Francisco 
and  Berkeley.  We  brought  you  produced 
documentaries  which  illumined  the  events. 
And  you  appreciated  our  efforts.

On  June  9,  at  9:00  PM,  KPFA  will  present 
a  special  program  of  interest  to  everyone 
who  listens  to  music.

Two  reviews  this  month:  Paul  Krassner's  program 
on  KSFX  and  Bay  Cablevision. 

Many  of  you  may  know  Paul  Krassner  as  the 
editor  of  the  satirical  monthly,  The  Realist,  which 
has  been  going  for  over  ten  years  (though  the  tenth 
anniversary  issue  has  yet  to  appear;  but  that's  an 
inside  joke).  Recently, after  threatening  to  move  to 
California  off  and  on  for  several  years,  Paul  moved 
to  San  Francisco,  and  in  early  April  he  began  a 
program  on  KSFX,  heard  on  Saturday  and  Sunday 
mornings  at  10:20  AM.  The  program  is  an  unusual 
mixture  of  Paul's  special  brand  of  stream-of- 
consciousness  monologue,  interesting  guests,  music 
and  comedy  albums  (Lord  Buckley  and  Lenny 
Bruce,  recently).  On  Sunday  he  reads  the  funnies, 
and  not  exactly  in  the  tradition  of  the  late  mayor 
LaGuardia  of  New  York.  He  plans  to  take  phone 
calls  from  the  audience  soon,  and  in  any  case  I 
recommend  that  you  give  a  listen  some  weekend 
soon. 

Bay  Cablevision  has  been  actively  giving  cable 
television  service  to  certain  areas  of  Berkeley  since 
early  this  year,  and  I  got  hooked  up  in  February, 
primarily  so  that  I  could  watch  movies  on  stations 
that  I  couldn't  receive  well  with  an  ordinary  an- 
tenna. The  installation  is  similar  to  having  a 
telephone  installed,  and  part  of  the  equipment  you 
get  is  a  small  box,  the  converter,  which  is  connected 
to  your  television  set  which  is  then  left  tuned  to 
channel  12.  The  basic  cost  is  $4.70  per  month,  and 
there  is  no  installation  charge.  The  converter 
provides  a  selection  from  26  channels,  of  which 
about  20  are  currently  in  operation.  This  includes 
channels  3,  6,  1 0  and  40  from  the  Sacramento  area, 
as  well  as  8  from  Monterey-Salinas.  There  is  a 
channel  with  time,  temperature,  humidity,  etc., 
but  for  some  reason  the  temperature  indicated  is 
always  about  ten  degrees  below  what  I  measure  at 
my  residence.  However,  at  this  stage  of  its 
development  I  would  say  you're  taking  your 
chances  if  you  connect,. and  I'll  give  you  some  of 
reasons  why. 

Dependability.  So  far,  on  three  crucial  occasions 
(I  was  watching  movies  that  I  was  deeply  en- 
grossed in),  the  service  has  failed,  leaving  me  no 
recourse.  In  two  of  these  cases,  the  channel  dis- 
appeared for  over  an  hour,  and  phoning  the  local 
cablevision  office  was  to  no  avail  —  they  offered 
to  send  a  service  man  the  following  day,  and  when 
I  explained  that  it  was  their  problem,  not  one  at 
my  end  of  the  cable,  I  was  given  another  phone 
number  to  call,  and  no  one  ever  answered  that 
number.  One  occasion,  the  whole  cable  went  out, 
and  I  had  to  disconnect  it  and  use  my  old  indoor 
antenna  just  to  receive  local  stations.  Very 
frustrating.  In  my  experience,  failure  is  most  likely 
on  channel  40,  one  of  the  stations  that  often  has 
good  movies  that  aren't  shown  locally.  Another 
advantage  of  getting  the  Sacramento  stations  is  that 
the  CBS  and  NBC  affiliates  there  carry  the  net-

The  Maysles  Brothers,  David  and  Albert,  are 
known  for  their  devotion  to  truth  in  movies.  Never 
a  trick  of  the  eye  or  ear  was  allowed  in  their  films. 
When  David  announced  that  he  added  the  sound  of 
music  on  a  car  radio  in  Salesman  after  the  scene 
had  been  shot,  he  did  it  as  though  confessing  for 
the  remission  of  sin.  Cinema  must  be  honest,  he 
said,  or  else  it  is  not  art. 

Armed  with  their  idealism,  the  Maysles  Brothers 
have  made  such  scrupulously  realistic  movies  as 
Showman,  about  Joseph  E.  Levine,  Meet  Marlon 
Brando,  the  ultimate  non-interview,  and 
Salesman.  The  Maysles  Brothers  developed  their 
realist  aesthetic  while  working  with  Drew  Associ- 
ates, a  group  of  verite  filmmakers  that  included 
Ricky  Leacock,  cameraman  on  Flaherty's  Louisiana 
Story,  and  the  maker  of  Don't  Look  Back  and 
Monterey  Pop,  D.A.  Pennebaker.  The  group  was 
responsible  for  such  television  programs  as  Primary, 
focusing  on  the  Humphrey-JFK  contest,  and  a 
profile  of  race  driver  Eddie  Sachs  called  On  The 
Pole.  Later,  Drew  Associates  split  up.  Bob  Drew, 
who  had  the  contract  with  CBS  that  backed  the 
films,  went  on  his  own  as  did  the  Maysles  Brothers 
and  Leacock  and  Pennebacker. 

Inspired  by  the  box  office  success  of  their 
former  partner's  rock  festival  film  Monterey  Pop, 
and  perhaps  spurred  on  a  bit  by  a  $125,000 
indebtedness  on  Salesman,  the  Maysles  Brothers 
turned  to  rock  music  for  their  next  subject.  It  was 
a  natural  choice.  They  had  previously  done  a  film 
on  the  Beatles,  and  David  secretly  wanted  to  be  a 
rock  star.  So  along  came  Mick  Jagger,  who  secretly 
wanted  to  be  a  filmmaker. 

Gimme  Shelter  is  the  result  of  over  a  year's 
romance  between  the  realism  of  the  nation's  purest 
filmmakers  and  the  demonism  of  the  Rolling 
Stones.  Clearly  the  demons  won  out.  The  film 
bears  little  resemblance  to  the  Maysles  '  earlier 
work.  Al  is  only  one  of  several  cameramen  and 
David,  the  sound  half  of  the  team,  relied  largely  on 
the  sound  systems  of  the  places  the  Stones  played. 
So  there  is  little  of  the  significant  searching  that  the 
Maysles  camera  has  done  in  the  past.  Quite  by 
accident,  one  of  the  many  hired  cameramen  caught 
the  murder  of  Meredith  Hunter  at  Altamont.  It 
made  the  film. 

The  sound  quality  of  Gimme  Shelter  is  poor  or 
so  it  seemed  to  me  upon  seeing  the  final  cut  of  the 
film  recently.  By  comparison,  "Get  Your  Ya  Yas 
Out,"  (emetic  title),  the  Stones'  recording  of  the 
tour,  is  infinitely  better.  It  is  almost  as  though 
David  were  being  punished  for  letting  the  micro- 
phone leave  his  hand.  This,  added  to  the  widely 
divergent  camera  styles  in  the  film,  is  testimony 
of  what  can  happen  to  cinema  verite  when  it  leaves 
the  control  of  the  filmmaker.

So  much  has  happened  since  CBS  first  broadcast 
its  controversial  documentary,  "The  Selling  of  the 
Pentagon"  (hereafter  abbreviated  TSOTP),  and 
there  has  been  such  unity  among  journalists  con- 
cerning the  issues  raised,  that  we  thought  it  would 
be  interesting  to  publish  a  chronology  of  the  events 
triggered  by  the  program,  as  a  follow-up  to  the  two 
part  article,  Divided  We  Stand. 

February  23.  CBS  first  broadcasts  TSOTP,  which 
questions  whether  the  government  is  spending  too 
much  money  brainwashing  the  American  public  to 
support  the  war  machine. 

February  24.  Chairman  F.  Edward  Hebert  of 
the  House  Armed  Services  Committee  calls  the 
program  antimilitary,  inaccurate  and  "the  most 
misleading  and  damaging  attack  on  our  people  over 
there  I  have  ever  heard  of."  He  had  not  seen  the 
program,  but  read  about  it  in  the  New  York  Times. 

March  3.  Variety  reviews  TSOTP:  "...  surpris- 
ingly brilliant  in  every  department,  beginning  with 
its  indignant  subjective,  muckraking,  non-objective 
view  of  the  Pentagon's  propaganda  machine  through 
deep  digging  research,  slick  visuals,  crisp  editing, 
sharp  commentary  and  bold  scripting  ...  [a]  near 
perfect  example  of  television  as  a  journalistic 
force." 

March  8.  Vice  President  Spiro  Agnew  commends 
chairman  Hebert  for  his  denunciation  of  TSOTP 
and  calls  it  "a  disreputable  program." 

March  9.  Replying  to  Agnew,  CBS  News 
President  Richard  Salant  says  he  is  "proud"  of  the 
program,  and  that  it  would  be  rebroadcast  in  March. 

March  10.  Variety  reports  that  Chairman  Hebert 
is  considering  the  idea  of  investigating  the  Pentagon 
public  relations  program  and  the  CBS  program. 

March  15.  Thomas  P.F.  Hoving  of  the  National 
Citizens'  Committee  for  Broadcasting  writes  Presi- 
dent Frank  Stanton  of  CBS  that  he  found  the 
program  a  "remarkably  courageous  and  timely 
documentary." 

March  18.  Vice  President  Agnew  criticizes 
TSOTP  again,  calling  it  a  "subtle  but  vicious 
broadside  against  the  nation's  defense  establish- 
ment." 

March  19.  At  a  press  conference,  Agnew 
continues  his  attack,  saying  he  was  not  trying  to 
intimidate  the  news  media,  but  just  wanted  to 
warn  the  public  that  it  "cannot  rely  on  CBS  for 
facts." 

March  20.  Stanton  answers  Agnew  again:  "The 
Vice  President's  speech  is  a  vivid  example  of  the 
traditional  conflict  between  government  and  the 
free  press  which  has  marked  the  country's  history. 
CBS  does  not  claim  any  immunity  from  criticism. 
CBS  does  not  claim  to  be  infallible.  But  the  Vice 
President's  indictment  is  mistaken." 
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March  23.  CBS  repeats  TSOTP,  with  the 
addition  of  20  minutes  of  the  critical  remarks  of 
Hebert,  Agnew  and  Defense  Secreatry  Laird.  The 
broadcast  also  includes  a  rebuttal  by  Salant  of 
CBS  News. 

March  24.  Hebert,  in  House  speech:  "CBS,  in 
the  Goebbels  style,  replies  to  the  charges  of 
inaccuracies  with  more  inaccuracies." 

March  25.  Both  Chairman  Hebert  and  Chairman 
Harley  Staggers  of  the  House  Commerce  Committee 
file  complaints  about  TSOTP  with  the  FCC,  calling 
for  an  investigation. 

March  29.  Broadcasting,  in  an  editorial,  backs 
Salant,  says  he  "deserved  special  credit  for  sticking 
to  his  guns." 

Barron's  issue  published  to  coincide 
with  the  convention  of  the  National  Association 
of  Broadcasters,  urges  "nothing  less  than  the  denial 
of  broadcast  access  to  CBS,"  according  to 
Broadcasting. 

April  7.  Staggers'  committee  presents  subpoena 
to  CBS  for  a  16mm  sound  copy  of  TSOTP,  as  well 
as  a  written  text,  and  all  outtakes,  workprints, 
sound  tape  recordings,  written  scripts,  transcripts, 
whether  or  not  used  in  the  original  broadcast  or  the 
repeat. 

April  8.  Stanton  replies  that  the  print  of  the 
completed  program  and  its  transcript  would  be 
furnished,  but  not  the  other  material. 

April  10.  The  New  York  Times  and  The  New 
York  Post  editorialize  against  the  subpoena. 

April  12.  The  Radio-Television  News  Directors 
Association  and  the  Radio-Television  Division  of 
the  Association  for  Education  in  Journalism  wire 
Staggers,  asking  him  to  drop  the  subpoena.  The 
ACLU  and  the  Associated  Press  Broadcasters 
Association  criticize  the  subpoena. 

April  14.  Variety,  in  an  editorial,  "An  Unholy 
Silence"  backs  Stanton  and  criticizes  other  journal- 
istic institutions  for  not  rushing  to  the  support  of 
CBS.  Variety  also  reports  it  elicited  support  of 
the  CBS  stand  from  the  presidents  of  ABC  and 
NBC  and  their  news  divisions.  Also  reports  support 
for  Sigma  Delta  Chi,  the  professional  journalism 
fraternity,  and  from  Dean  Elie  Abel  of  the 
Columbia  School  of  Journalism. 

James  Reston  of  the  New  York  Times 
indicates  that  the  printed  press  should  close  ranks 
with  broadcast  journalists  in  defending  the  First 
Amendment.  [Continued  p.  50]

DONIZETTI:  "POLIUTO" 
Sunday,  June  6,  2:00  PM 

ACT  1  —  A  subterranean  passage  in  the  catacombs  of 
Mitylene  in  the  third  century.  The  Christians  have  been 
holding  their  forbidden  services.  Among  them  is  Poliuto, 
a  recent  Roman  convert,  whose  wife  Paolina  has  not  yet 
been  converted,  but  who  has  secretly  followed  him  and 
witnessed  his  baptism.  In  the  second  scene,  Paolina  prays 
to  her  Roman  gods  that  Poliuto  will  come  to  his  senses, 
but  when  she  confronts  him  with  her  knowledge,  he^ 
delcares  his  faith  and  only  with  difficulty  does  Paolina 
restrain  him  from  a  public  declaration,  which  would  mean 
death.  Paolina  is  further  shaken  to  learn  that  the  proconsul 
Severo,  whom  she  had  once  loved,  but  believing  dead  in 
battle  had  married  Poliuto,  has  come  to  Mitylene  to  over- 
see the  crushing  of  the  Christian  heresy. 
ACT  2  —  Severo,  informed  by  the  high  priest  Callistene  of 
Paolina's  marraige,  is  shaken  but  arranges  an  interview 
with  her.  The  priest  lures  Poliuto  into  overhearing  the 
meeting,  in  which  Paolina  is  moved  by  Severo's  de- 
clarations, but  begs  him  to  leave  her  in  peace.  Poliuto's 
incipient  jealousy  is  diverted  by  the  news  that  the 
Christian  leader  Nearco  has  been  arrested.  In  the  Temple 
of  Jupiter,  Nearco  is  threatened  with  death  unless  he 
reveals  the  names  of  the  converts.  Poliuto  revleas  himself, 
and  when  Paolina  pleads  with  Severo  for  his  life,  he 
overturns  the  pagan  altar.  He  and  Nearco  are  led  off  to  the 
circus  where  they  face  execution. 

ACT  3  —  Callistene  meets  his  priests  near  the  temple,  and 
ecstatically  tells  them  that  the  Christians  have  chosen 
martyrdom.  He  prophesies  the  day  when  the  priests  will 
control  the  empire.  In  the  cell  from  which  he  will  enter 
the  circus  to  face  the  lions,  Poliuto  is  visited  by  Paolina 
who  tells  him  that  Severo  will  save  his  life  if  he  will  only 
recant.  He  refuses,  and  as  she  pleads  with  him,  the  cell  is 
illuminated  with  a  supernatural  light.  To  the  sound  of 
celestial  harps,  Paolina,  too,  declares  herself  a  Christian 
and  joins  her  husband  as  the  great  gates  open  to  deliver 
them  to  their  martyrdom. 

Tchaikovsky:  "EVGENY  ONEGIN" 
Sunday,  June  27     2:00  PM 

ACT  1  —  Scene  1.  The  garden  of  Mme.  Larina's  country 
The  old  governess  and  Mme.  Larina  are  making  jam  while 
Mme.  Larina's  two  daughters,  Tatyana  and  Olga,  are  singing 
of  love.  Recalling  Mme.  Larina's  youth,  the  old  governess 
says,  "In  those  times  your  husband  was  already  your  be- 
trothed but  you,  against  your  will,  dreamed  then  of 
another  who  with  his  heart  and  mind  was  more  to  your 
taste."  Larina  says,  "Oh,  how  I  wept.  I  almost  divorced 
my  husband.  But  later  I  kept  myself  busy  with  household 
matters,  became  used  to  things  and  was  contented."  As 
Larina  and  the  old  governess  conclude  their  duet  singing 
of  Larina's  husband's  faith  and  love  for  her,  a  chorus  of 
peasants  enters.  They  entertain  the  women.  Soon  Vladimir 
Lensky,  the  Larin's  neighbor,  who  visits  them  frequently 
because  of  his  love  for  Olga,  and  his  friend  Evgeny  Onegin 
arrive.  The  old  nurse  and  Larina  leave  after  customary 
greetings  and  a  quartet  follows,  in  which  Tatyana  discovers 
her  love  for  Onegin.  Olga  likes  the  idea  of  such  a  match 
while  Onegin  tells  Lensky  that  Olga  is  plain  and  he  would 
have  picked  Tatyana.  As  Lensky  and  Olga  start  off  for  a 
walk,  Onegin  tells  Tatyana  of  his  boredom  in  the  country. 
Darkness  falls  on  the  scene  as  Olga  and  Lensky  go  to  the 
house  and  Tatyana  and  Onegin  follow. 
ACT  1  —  Scene  2.  Tatyana's  bedroom.  By  her  bed  is  a 
bookshelf  and  writing  table  and  Tatyana  sits  before  the 
mirror  in  her  nightgown  with  the  nurse.  Now  Tatyana 
complains  of  being  bored  and  wants  the  nurse  to  entertain 
her  with  tales  of  the  old  times.  Preoccupied  with  her 
emotions  and  thoughts  of  Onegin,  Tatyana  becomes  very 
upset  and  requests  that  the  governess  leave.  As  the  nurse 
goes  out,  Tatyana  remains  lost  in  thought  then  rises  and 
goes  to  the  writing  table.  Discouraged  with  her  efforts 
she  tears  up  the  letter  after  writing  briefly,  then  begins  to 
write  again.  With  the  completion  of  this  letter,  the  dawn 
has  come  and  the  old  nurse  returns.  Tatyana  asks  her  to 
have  her  grandson  deliver  the  letter  to  Onegin. 


ACT  1  -  Scene  3.  The  Larin's  garden.  As  the  curtain  opens 
singing  peasant  girls  flit  in  and  out  of  the  lilacs  and 
shrubbery.  Soon  Tatyana  arrives  and  sits  on  a  bench 
awaiting  Onegin  and  his  response  to  her  letter.  As  Onegin 
approaches,  Tatyana  springs  to  her  feet  in  an  attempt  to 
leave,  but  Onegin  restrains  her,  giving  his  reply,  ".  .  . 
I'd  have  sought  no  other  mate  save  you  alone.  But  I  was 
not  made  for  wedded  bliss,  it  is  alien  to  my  soul."  The  act 
concludes  as  the  peasant  girls  sing  their  song.  Tatyana 
and  Onegin  walk  slowly  towards  the  house  arm  in  arm. 
ACT  2  -  Scene  1.  A  few  months  later.  It  is  Tatyana's 
name  day  and  Mme.  Larina  is  giving  a  party  in  her  honor. 
Onegin  and  Tatyana  join  the  waltzing  guests,  and  the  old 
ladies  gossip  about  Onegin  and  his  relationship  with 
Tatyana.  Angered  by  the  gossip,  Onegin  decides  to  play  a 
trick  on  Lensky  in  revenge  for  bringing  him  to  the  boring 
provincial  ball.  Onegin  flirts  and  dances  with  Olga  which 
makes  Lensky  jealous  and  quarrelsome.  Triquet,  a  neigh- 
boring Frenchman,  arrives  and  sings  praises  of  Tatyana's 
character  and  wishes  her  happiness.  Onegin,  continuing  to 
harrass  Lensky  by  charming  Olga,  puts  Lensky  into  sucha 
high-pitched  state  of  anger  that  he  demands  staisfaction 
from  Onegin.  The  ball  concludes  in  chaos,  leaving  the 
heroes  and  heroines  in  a  state  of  emotional  confusion. 
Onegin  regrets  his  trick,  Lensky's  blood  is  not  but  tells 
Olga  that  she  is  not  to  blame.  Tatyana  is  jealous  of  Olga 
and  Olga  pacifies  her  by  saying  that  men  can't  get  along 
without  quarreling.  As  the  curtain  falls,  the  guests  exclaim, 

"There  will  be  a  duel." 

ACT  2  —  Scene  2.  Early  morning  on  a  frozen  river  bank. 
Lensky  and  his  second  Zaretsky  appear  first  on  the  scene, 
then  Onegin  and  his  second  Guillot  arrive  a  bit  late.  After 
a  brief  duel,  Onegin  and  Lensky  prepare  for  the  duel.  The 
seconds  lead  the  duellers  to  their  stations  and  hand  them 
their  pistols.  Zaraetsky  claps  his  hands  three  times.  The 
two  men  walk  four  steps  toward  each  other  and  aim. 
Onegin  shoots,  Lensky  falls  dead.  Zaretsky  and  Onegin 
rush  to  him.  As  the  curtain  falls,  Onegin  covers  his  face 
with  his  hands  in  horror. 

ACT  3  —  Scene  1.  Several  years  later  in  St.  Petersburg. 
An  anteroom  adjoining  the  ballroom  of  a  wealthy  noble- 
man is  the  setting.  Having  just  arrived  in  Petersburg  from 
abroad,  Onegin,  discontented  and  bored  with  his  aimless 
life,  arrives  at  the  ball.  While  the  guests  are  dancing, 
Tatyana  and  her  husband.  Prince  Gremin  arrive.  Onegin, 
dumfounded  at  seeing  Tatyana,  asks  Prince  Gremin  who 
she  is.  After  discovering  her  identity,  he  tells  the  Prince 
that  they  were  once  neighbors  in  the  country.  After  an  aria 
by  the  Prince  telling  of  his  love  for  Tatyana,  he  escorts 
Onegin  to  meet  her.  Tatyana  responds  indifferently  to  him. 
Complaining  of  fatigue,  Tatyana  asks  her  husband  to  take 
her  home.  Onegin  sings  of  his  belated  love  for  Tatyana  as 
the  scene  ends. 

ACT  3  —  The  last  act  is  set  in  a  drawing  room  at  Gremin's 
home  in  St.  Petersburg.  Tatyana  enters  dressed  in  an 
exquisite  morning  dress.  She  is  disturbed  at  Onegin's 
crossing  her  path  again,  adn  recalls  her  youth  as  if  nothing 
had  separated  them.  Onegin  enters,  kneeling  at  her  feet, 
but  she  gestures  him  to  rise.  She  makes  the  accusation 
that  Onegin's  desires  for  her  are  based  on  her  new  social 
status.  He  exciaims  that  her  reporach  torments  him. 
Tatyana  exclaims  that  she  still  loves  him  but".  .  .  My  fate 
has  been  decided  and  I  shall  always  be  faithful  to  him." 
The  exasperated  Onegin  implores  her  not  to  leave  him 
and  repeats  that  he  loves  her.  Demanding  him  to  leave 
her,  Tatyana's  last  words  are  "Farewell,  forever."  As  she 
leaves  through  a  door,  Onegin  remains  on  the  scene  in 
despair,  only  to  rush  out  crying  for  death.

HOMAGE  TO  DARIUS  Ml LHAUD 
A  Portrait  and  a  Concert 

Francean  Campbell  of  Montreal  is  the  official 
biographer  of  the  78-year-old  composer 
Darius  Milhaud.  We  hear  her  "Portrait  of 
Milhaud",  a  collection  of  taped  statements 
by  the  composer  produced  for  a  CBC  broad- 
cast. This  is  followed  by  a  concert  honoring 
Milhaud  on  the  occasion  of  his  retirement 
from  the  Mills  College  faculty  after  31  years. 
Recorded  by  KPFA  on  April  26,  1971,  the 
concert  includes:  Music  for  Graz  (1969), 
Suite  de  Quatrains  (1962),  Six  Dances  in 
Three  Movements  for  Two  Pianos  (1 970), 
Music  for  Ars  Nova  (1970),  Five  Etudes  for 
Piano  and  Orchestra  (1 920),  Death  of  a 
Tyrant  (1932).  Jean-Louis  LeRoux  conducts

work  news  at  6:00  PM,  so  that  you  can  watch 
them  both,  first  one  from  Sacramento  at  6:00, 
followed  by  one  from  San  Francisco  at  6:30,  if 
you  wish, 

Local  programming.  There  are  two  channels 
reserved  for  community  use,  one  for  "local  pro- 
gramming" and  one  called  the  "city  channel."  So 
far,  the  only  programming  originated  on  either 
channel  has  been  some  coverage  of  the  Berkeley 
city  election  on  the  "local  programming"  channel, 
channel  6.  This  consisted  of  several  evenings  of 
taped  interviews  with  the  candidates;  I  didn't  see 
enough  to  get  a  fair  sample  of  the  quality  of  that 
programming.  This  was  followed,  election  night, 
by  coverage  of  the  election  results.  This  was  the 
most  amateurish,  incompetent  and  disorganized 
job  of  reporting  I  have  ever  seen  on  a  television 
screen.  They  had  one  reporter  in  the  studio  (and 
apparently  only  one  camera)  and  one  at  the 
community  theater,  where  the  votes  were  being 
tabulated,  with  a  phone  and  no  camera.  The  only 
trouble  was  that  their  engineers  couldn't  seem  to 
figure  out  how  to  connect  the  phone  so  that  the 
reporters  could  hear  one  another  and  the  listeners 
could  hear  them.  I  think  that  KPFA's  coverage,  of 
course  without  any  visual  content,  was  more 
complete  and  understandable  than  theirs  was  with 
their  charts  and  all.  And  when  it  came  to  analysis, 
I  can't  begin  to  describe  the  wrong-headed, 
uninformed  and  inaccurate  statements  made  by 
the  two  "reporters"  for  Bay  Cablevision;  I'm  no 
expert  in  these  matters,  but  any  intelligent  listener 
to  KPFA  could  have  made  a  better  analysis  from 
just  the  skimpy  information  that  channel  6 
disseminated  than  their  two  staffers  did.  Enough 
said. 

Miscellaney.  Not  having  a  color  set,  I  am  in  no 
position  to  judge  if  the  color  quality  on  the  cable 
would  make  it  desirable  for  that  reason  alone;  one 
of  the  channels  is  devoted  to  a  color  pattern.  There 
is  also  supposed  to  be  a  channel  with  classified  ads, 
but  that  hasn't  transmitted  anything  as  yet. 
Generally,  the  reception  is  good  on  all  channels. 
The  converter  has  the  advantage,  if  you  have  it 
installed  in  the  right  place  with  enough  cable,  as 
acting  as  a  remote  control  for  your  receiver,  as  far 
as  the  channel  selection  and  on-off  functions  are 
concerned.  If  you  do  sign  up  for  cable  service, 
make  sure  you  get  a  definite  date  for  when  your 
service  will  begin;  some  of  their  salesmen  use  high- 
pressure  tactics  and  should  be  pinned  down.

by  Charlotte  Zwerin  who  on  this  film  is  given  equal 
directorial  credit  with  the  Brothers.  The  editing 
does  not  emphasize  realism,  since  it  restructures 
the  tour  to  center  on  the  drama  of  Altamont  and 
occasionally  uses  superimposition  and  other  editing 
devices  for  aesthetic  effect.  Nonetheless,  the  film 
becomes  both  dramatic  and  sensual  through  its 
editing.  And  that,  perhaps,  is  the  level  Mick  Jagger 
is  really  on.  We  learn  little  about  him  in  Gimme 
Shelter  other  than  what  he  is  like  as  a  stage  person- 
ality and  that  may  well  be  all  there  is  to  him. 

Clearly  Mick  Jagger  isn't  talking  about  Altamont. 
Of  that  fateful  day  when  the  Hell's  Angels  were  en- 
gaged as  policeman  and  played  their  roles  to  the  hilt, 
Mick  nas  only  a  noncommittal  grunt  to  offer  in 
the  film.  Perhaps  that  is  the  extent  of  his  feelings 
on  the  matter.  There  is  a  fascinating  childlikeness 
in  his  demonism.  At  Aitamont  while  Angels  were 
whopping  heads  with  pool  cues  and  the  crowd  was 
roiling  in  a  snakelike  trance,  Mick  tried  three  times 
to  strike  up  "Sympathy  for  the  Devil."  Each  time 
he  was  interrupted  by  the  battling  crowd.  "I  don't 
know  why  but  something  funny  happens  every 
time  I  start  this  number,"  he  said  quizzically. 
Finally  he  got  into  it  —  one  of  the  most  sensually 
malevolent  songs  ever  recorded.  It  was  not  then 
that  Meredith  Hunter  was  killed,  as  was  reported 
at  the  time,  but  later  during  "Under  My  Thumb." 
Small  wonder,  however,  that  the  Satanic  majesty 
of  the  Stones,  combined  with  the  hasty  hustle  of 
the  switch  to  the  speedway  location  for  the  concert, 
the  lateness  of  the  hour,  bad  drugs  and  the  Angels 
did   not  result  in   more  violence  than  they  did. 

The  Maysles  Brothers  are  now  returning  to  the 
art  they  know  so  well.  They  are  making  a  movie 
about  their  mother.  What  they  may  have  failed  in 
revealing  about  Mick  Jagger  they  may  find  in  the 
film  about  their  mother.  There  will  be  no  large 
film  crews  on  the  new  film.  David  will  do  the  sound 
and  Al  will  film  with  the  silent,  balanced  camera 
he  designed  himself.  Hopefully,  they  will  find  in  the 
intimacy  of  their  new  subject  the  stuff  of  life  they 
have  so  lovingly  brought  to  the  screen  in  the  past.

The  Los  Angeles  Herald-Examiner, 
while  agreeing  with  criticism  of  TSOTP,  supports 
Stanton  with  an  editorial. 

April  16.  Opposition  to  the  subpoena  comes 
from  the  American  Society  of  Newspaper  Editors, 
the  National  Academy  of  Television  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  the  American  Federation  of  Radio 
and  Television  Artists. 

Fred  Friendly,  former  CBS  News 
President,  in  a  speech  in  Massachusetts,  says 
"Stanton  and  Salant  need  the  support  of  all  who 
believe  that  the  First  Amendment  means  what  it 
says." 

April  19.  CBS  officially  informs  Staggers  of  its 
refusal  to  comply  with  the  request  for  non- 
broadcast  material  in  the  subpoena. 

Broadcasting  editorializes  again, saying 
that  the  subpoena  is  having  the  good  effect  of 
uniting  all  journalists. 

April  20.  Staggers  gives  CBS  ten  days  to  think 
over  its  refusal.
